‘citizen should at least be open- 
minded enough to weigh the facts 
on each side‘af a case before he | 
makes up his mind. If he then be- 
lieves he has something to fear or 
oppose, he should do something 
about it. 

There has been a lot of unjust 
“propaganda” against the CYA 
camp which cannot be supported 
by facts. 

Here’s a little additional infor- 
mation: 

The proposed camp would house 
minors who have violated the law | 
and have been placed in the cus- | 
tody of the Youth Authority by 
the courts of the state. These 
‘boys are screened before they are 
placed in one of these honor: 
camps. Those not deemed fit for 
a camp are confined in one of the 
fenced and guarded institutions 
operated by the Youth Authority. 
The CYA camps are operated by 
the State Division of Forestry. 
One purpose of this arrangement 
is:to provide the state with a siz- 
able full-time forest fire fighting 
force at a minimum cost. , These 
boys form a much larger fire 
fighting force than the taxpayers 
of the state could afford to sup- 
port otherwise. When not fight- 
ing fires they are engaged in fire 
prevention work, which includes 
cleanup work within the State 
forests. 

Isn’t it better to have them 
working for the benefit of the tax- 
payers than to have them locked 
up where they would be only 
supported by the taxpayers? An- 
other point worth considering is 
the good that these young men 
get out of doing constructive 
physical work in our State for- 
ests.. If this work teaches them 
nothing more than how to do an 
honest day’s work, then something 
beneficial has been accomplished. 

The Mountain Home State For- 
est, above Springville, is one of 
the finest natural attractions in

Proper Grazing Is Effective Control 


By Ralph L. Worrell

Well-timed livestock grazing 
and competitive plants may be ef- 
fective controls for weeds on the 
annual-type ranges of California.

It is very 
palatable and nutritious when 
young, but the ripe panicles are 
obnoxious because of the barbed 
a@wns on the seeds which do. not 
readily shatter. Broadleaf filaree 
is not undesirable, but it is not 
very valuable either.’

“Studies of the life cycles of 
species in the two classes show 
that, in general the undesirable 
annuals mature earlier than the 
desirable ones,’’ he said. 

When these undesirable grasses 
are mowed or closely grazed in 
early April, they prodtice less seed, 
while the desirable. grasses and 
legumes recover ‘from the grazing 
and set a good seed crop. Im- 
provement of a given range area 
by such means is a slow process, 
however. 

Improvement of Tulare county 
foothill range by this method of 
controlled grazing is very practi- 
cal. It involves rotating the 
stock on the field so that those 
which are infested the worst with 
ripgut (or bronco grass) are 
grazed heavily early in the year 
while this grass is still green and 
palatable. This will help reduce 
the seed production by this grass 
and help reduce the amount of 
ripgut the next year. Several 
years operation in this manner 
should result in improving the 
field considerably.

DORMANT SEASON NITROGEN APPLICATION 
WILL BE OF BENEFIT TO 


By Fred L. Jensen 
Farm Advisor 

Vineyards show an economical 
response only to nitrogen fertil- 
izers. Not all vineyards will re- 
spond to nitrogen; past exper- 
ience has shown that about half 
benefit from such an application; 
however, there is no way of pre- 
dicting which vineyards need fer- 
tilizing. The general growth and 
vigor of the vines is as good a 
way of judging as any except for 
trial blocks where some vines are 
fertilized and others are not. 


Generally 60 to 80 pounds of 
actual nitrogen are applied per 
acre. This is the amount con- 
tained in 300 to 400 lbs. of sul- 
fate of ammonia or 200 to 250 
lbs. nitrate of ammonia or equiv- 
alent amounts of other materials. 
Manures or winery pomace are 
also good fertilizers if available 
at a comparable price. Five to 
10 tons of low grade manures 
ishould be applied per acre, or two 
to four tons of poultry or feed lot 
;manures which are of a_ better 


|\grade and contain a higher nitro- 
gen percentage.

FARMERS HAVE OPPORTUNITY 
TO PLAN OWN PROGRAM IN FUTURE 


Inehis State of the Union message to congress last week Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower indicated that now is the time for far- 
mers, through their organizations, to formulate desired federal farm 
programs that will be placed in operation in 1955. 

The president reinterated his campaign promise to continue to 
support basic commodities at 90 per cent of parity through 1954, 
when present legislation will expire and he said that “we should 
begin now to consider what farm legislation should be developed.” 

Concerning the future, Mr. Eisenhower said, “Our aim should be 
economic stability and full parity of income for American farmers. 
But we must seek this goal in ways that minimize government inter- 
ference in the farmers’ affairs, that permit desireable shifts in pro- 
duction and that encourage farmers themselves to use initiative in 
meeting changing economic conditions.” 

He also pointed out that farm prosperity is directly related to 
the purchasing power of American consumers and the ability to 
establish sound economic relations with foreign nations concerning 
trade, in addition to continued scientific research related to farm 
practices. He further said that the over-all problem also has a bearing 
on special credit and marketing mechanisms, rural electrification, 
soil conservation and other desireable farm programs. 

Too much emphasis cannot be now placed on the importance of 
farmers determining what they want, on the importance of farmers 


| thinking in terms of efficient farming and efficient programs that, 


in the long run, will make farming profitable without constant sub- 
sidy from other segments of society. 

There is no easy solution on the horizon, but certainly solutions 
exist provided proper thought and effort is expended.
